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Practice Makes Perfect 


Police repression is getting stronger in Toronto. 
On March 19, police finished their crackdown on demon¬ 
strators against the deployment of U.S. troops in Honduras 
and took only a short break before their fullscale armed 
attack on K.C.'s private club in the Kensington Market. 

K.C.’s is a ritzy, upperclass, allnight bar in the 
heart of Kensington. At approximately 3 a.m. Sunday the 
20th, 149 police and emergency task force officers began 
their assault, first shutting off access to the club by blocking 
off most of the streets. Next phase, four police smashed 
through the glass door on the club's main floor with a 130 
kg battering ram. They then ran up the stairs and battered 
down a steel door leading to the club, carrying rifles and 
their newest automatic machine guns. Many of them wore 
black helmets, with yellow visors. Some carried wooden 
clubs the size of short baseball bats. Others held buzzsaws 
and one, a crowbar; and they used a drug-searching dog. 
The cops threw all tables and chairs into the middle of the 
dance floor, and customers who were not up against the 
windows or walls were made to kneel on the floor, with their 
hands on their heads, for up to two hours. 

Out of the 140 people arrested, 103 received 
tickets for the amount of $53.75 each for drinking in an 
unlicensed place other than their homes, and all had their 
faces videoed for a police film. Nine people were charged 
with drug-related offenses, eight employees were charged, 
and warrants were issued for ten more employees. Two 
people were charged for carrying weapons, both of which 
were knives, and 12 were jailed on other warrants. By 
about 7 am the whole area was clear, and by Monday, 
K.C.'s had a new glass front door to replace the smashed 
one. 

In a 24 hour period, the Toronto police had executed two 
manoeuvres - one at the U.S. consulate where they kicked, 
hit and dragged around approximately 150 demonstrators, 


arresting ten. Then, in a grand finale to their evening’s 
entertainment, they used a 130 kg battering ram, buzzsaws 
and the latest automatic machine guns while arresting 140 
people at a speakeasy. That’s quite a day. Their pseudo¬ 
military manoeuvres make one wonder if this was not a 
well-planned action in preparation for population control - 
just in time for the Summit in June! 



In the news recently, has been the 

decision of Toronto city council to spend over $50,000 
cleaning up graffiti and street art to make way for the 
Economic Summit this June. It seems the council wants to 
present a sterile city for the seven major war criminals when 
they show up. The City also cited thousands of dollars 
worth of so called ‘damage’ as an argument against graffiti, 
while some councillors went so far as to call artists “hood¬ 
lums”, and demand they be jailed. Police and some citizens 
have also been calling for their arrests. (Toronto Star ). 

Of particular interest to these people stifling free 
expression, is a group of billboards put up by a local 
anarchist artist, found on an abandoned building at Port¬ 
land and Queen streets. The paintings, which are fastened 
to the side of the building, include a series of three exposing 
government and corporate genocide of the Lubicon Lake 
Cree in northern Alberta, and several condemning gentri- 
fication and the resulting homelessness in Toronto. 

In response to the city’s fetish for sterility, some 
local activists have produced a poster which reads “This is 
a poster and it has a right to be here!” These are being 
plastered all over the city. It remains to be seen who will win 
the ‘graffiti wars’.

The Battle 

Once again Ireland has been in the news a lot 
lately, with Britain’s murder of three unarmed IRA activists 
launching the usual wave of reprisals and counter reprisals. 
According to a poll quoted in the Toronto Star on March 20, 
76.9% of British people who were polled approved of the 
government’s policy of sending death squads to eliminate 
the three freedom fighters. 

Confronted as we are with daily reports of atroci¬ 
ties on both sides, it is very easy to call down a plague on 
both houses and deny any responsibility for the world 
community to launch the same sort of protests it has 
directed against apartheid in South Africa or the USA’s 
daily massacres in Central America. However, we must 
recognize Northern Ireland as one of the many theatres of 
the current world war between neocolonialism and local 
autonomy - between the corporate rich and the third world 
poor’. In some respects, the Irish conflict is a hokJoverfrom 
the old colonial wars. Throughout modern history, Britain 
has feared the prospect of an independent Ireland, vulner- 


FEEL THE ARCTIC HEAT- PART II 


Deploying Canadian nuclear submarines in 
the Arctic, with it’s attendant risk of expansion of both 
American and Russian sea-launched cruise missiles, is 
just one example of our government’s hypocrisy when it 
pretends not to be participating in plans and research for 
Star Wars. Another example is our operation of an air 
defense network for the USA in the Arctic, which would 
guide U.S. bombers towards the Soviet Union. And we 
allow the U.S. navy to conduct offensive exercises 
under the Arctic Ocean. As David Kattenburg points out 
in The Nation (27-2-88), Canada is increasingly in¬ 
volved in the Pentagon’s Air Defence Initiative, a Star 
Wars- type defense system designed to knock down 
Soviet air and sea-launched cruise missiles in Canada’s 
northern airspace. Presently Canada is negotiating an 
agreement for joint participation with the USA in the 
research, technology, development and formulation of 
operational concepts for the ADI system. The ADI 
system will be an essential component of the Star Wars 
system, whose lasers are likely to be used against either 
ballistic missiles or high-flying cruise missiles and 
bombers.

able to control by rival colonial powers. To prevent this, it 
has crushed the various freedom uprisings in Ireland with 
savage brutality. When Britain finally agreed to freedom for 
part of Ireland, its price was partition - a tactic the neocoto- 
nilist powers of this century have found useful in Cyprus, 
Vietnam, Korea, India and (if we consider Taiwan) China. 

During the past two centuries, the British have 
tried to destroy Catholicism in Northern Ireland by import¬ 
ing large numbers of Protestants. Many of them were from 
Scotland, themselves turned into homeless and hungry 
refugees by the highland clearances. By skillfully playing 
these two groups of victims of British imperialism off against 
each other, the British have created the illusion that their 
continued presence as mediator is required in Northern 
Ireland. In point of fact, while Britain’s withdrawal from 
Northern Ireland would not in itself end the conflict between 
Catholic and Protestant, it is an essential precondition for 
any agreement ending the fighting to be reached.

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PROTEST WITHOUT LEADERS !! 

—- (A Call for Sanity) - 

YTzc following article specifically addresses the actions of organizers at two 
demonstrations held in Toronto on March 19, and 23,1988. In general terms though, it deals with authority, power, 
control, and spontaneity and anti-authoritarianism. The first section was read on air March 23 on CKLN-FM on the 
Ecomedia Report. 

On Saturday afternoon, March 19, Toronto witnessed one of its more angry demonstrations take place outside the U.S. 
Consulate on University Ave. The demonstration was jointly called by Canadian Action for Nicaragua (C. A.N.) and the 
Toronto Anti-Intervention Coalition, to protest the recent aggressions by the U.S. government in Central America. The 
demo was called with littie notice and time given, but at its height, there were 1500 angry people voicing their objections 
in the street. 

Demonstrations for Central American issues, usually called weeks prior to the date, rarely have a presence of over 500 
people. Saturday’s demo was mainly communicated through word-of-mouth, and people showed up in numbers. As 
well, this time people were angry, and they were also intent on displaying and voicing that anger. 

The sidewalk space in front of the U.S. Consulate is not large, and with the recent addition of concrete barriers in front 
(presumably to stop suicide car-bomb attacks), the space available can’t accomodate more than a couple hundred people 
at most So the demonstration, by virtue of its size, moved onto the southbound lanes of University Ave., where most 
people held a sit-in and were encircled by the rest of the crowd. Police had no choice but to “officially” stop traffic while 
demonstrators reclaimed the street In addition to this small victory came the arrival of a group of anarchists carrying 
drums and assorted musical instruments. The music - the drums beating out rhythms of resistance - combined with 
emotions running high, culminated in people feeling a sense of solidarity and strength. 

All the while, the police maintained their watch on the crowd. Three mounted police were standing by, paddy wagons 
were around the comer, and police cameras clicked away. 

As the demonstration carried on in the street, past the “respectable” amount of time any “good citizen” sits in the street, 
the organizers announced that there would be another demonstration on Wed. March 23, at 5:30 pm, if the U.S. military 
did not pull out of Honduras. Everybody raised their fists and cheered. But this announcement was only a prelude to 
their next step, which was to end the demonstration in the street. They attempted to do this by announcing on their 
bullhorn that people should disperse. Now, you have to understand that at this particular point in the demo, energy and 
emotions were still extremely high. The drumming was still continuing, many different chants were still being shouted, 
and approx, half of the crowd were still there. 

The organizers, the self-proclaimed leaders, were trying to assert somepre-conceived authority onto a massive crowd 
of people wanting to stay in the street. As many people, if not more, were confronting these “community police”, and 
were encouraging people to ignore their orders and to act on their own free will. People were being encouraged to listen 
to their hearts and desires, and to remain in the street for as long as they wished. 









Now, it seems strange to me, that when the organizers had officially ended the demo, that they still wanted to control the 
people. Once they’ve ended it, their so-called responsibility ends. They can’t assume to have power over people who 
wish to act outside the organizing group’s presumed control, and certainly not when they’ve officially ended the 
demonstration and therefore officially ended their so-called responsibilities. 

The organizers’ actions encouraged a response, but unfortunately it was from the police. By officially ending the 
demonstration, and with organizational complicity with the police, the actions of the marshals gave the signal for the 
police to move in. Some people were confused about whether to stay or go, but a clear majority remained in the street. 

The police began to attack. Many people were being dragged by the cops off the street, but the police selectively targetted 
certain individuals for arrest. With violent force they beat up and carried off to the paddy wagon two people, one of whom 
was kneed in the groin and received injuries to his neck, while the other person, a Salvadorian now living in Canada, was 
attacked in the police station. He received hospital treatment after being released. Many others were attacked but not 
arrested, including one person who sustained bloody injuries from being trampled by police horses (who the police use 
as weapons); womyn who were dragged off by their hair; and others who were choked and hit with billy clubs. A total 
of 10 were detained, eight for “breach of peace” and the first two men were charged with assaulting police officers!! 

A group of 50 people, including the anarchists and drummers, kept up a noisy vigil outside of 52 Division to apply 
pressure on the cops for a quick release of all 10 people. All organization representatives were conspicuously 
absent from this support rally. Support roles and legal representation were organized by individuals once again 
acting on their own initiative, and not by the glorious protest leaders. 

Another tactic used by the cops to force people off the street was the use of people in cars. The police opened up the traffic 
before the street was clear, to further coerce people to move. Besides the fact that cars and their drivers were unwillingly 
being used as weapons, the police also endangered the lives of many people, including animals and children. The police, 
in an attempt to reverse the implications of this maneuver, said in a Globe and Mail article (21/3/88), “What am I going 
to do with all these women and children here, bring in the horses?” The police very deliberately opened up traffic and 
then blamed the demonstrators for not allowing cars through. And, of course, since the cars could not go through, they 
did “bring in the horses.” The police, very obviously, do not care about the safety of people - the people who pay their 
salaries - and the cops should be made to answer for their callousness. 

And we should also bring organizations and their “leaders” into the spotlight for their actions, and for what they quite 
wrongly believe is their authority and right to control other people. 

Despite all the police violence, people kept trying to remain in the street Many people were dragged off several times. 
The streets belong to the people, and no state cop or two-bit community cop was going to coerce anyone to leave, at least 
not easily. And what was the reaction to the police violence from a C.A.N. spokesperson? ‘The police may have been 
heavy-handed, but on the other hand they had a large crowd to control.”!! (Toronto Star, 20/3/88) And they should know, 
because they couldn’t control hundreds of free-thinking and free-acting individuals. This person later said at a C.A.N. 
meeting that the quote was “unfortunate” and that perhaps he was “more conciliatory to the police than (he) should have 
been.” No kidding. But, as it was shown at the next demonstration a few days later, C.A.N. representatives acted in ways 
that make the term “conciliatory” too tame a description. 




For far too long now we have seen left-wing groups and self-proclaimed leaders exercise control and power at 
demonstrations. We have the “official” speakers; we have the “official” agenda for the day. We also have their 
complicity with the mechanism of the state - with the very government we are opposing for being complicit with the U.S. 
military - by liasoning with the police. Our leaders ask for permission to protest from the very people they 
are protesting! Our leaders are in constant touch with the police, assuring them, as they did at the March 19th 
demonstration, “to just give us a few minutes to wrap it up,” according to the Head Marshal. 

If all one believes in is reformism, then one doesn’t accept that real change is possible. If one realizes that real change 
is possible, and that this change will only come from a grassroots activism, and from people acting on their own free will 
without any permission from anyone, be it the cops or the protest bureaucrats, then one will only spit in the face of 
authoritarianism. 

Our leaders also tell us that “we don’t want to create bad press for Nicaragua.”! (Said by a member of the C.A.N. 
executive.) People are picking up guns and dying for their autonomy in their own country and we are told to get off the 
streets of Toronto because any arrests or violence from the police forces will be bad publicity! 

It amazes me how willing leftists and protest organizers are to quickly counter any showing of militancy at demonstra¬ 
tions. Militancy, by its very anti-authoritarian nature, challenges the hierarchical power structures so entrenched in leftist 
groups, and challenges those individuals who would rather control people than have people control themselves. 

And I would wonder what the Nicaraguan people would think about their so-called support group representatives in 
Canada telling people not to show their displeasure and not to make a fuss. When we attend demonstrations, and when 
we see the police presence, we must think about their complicity to war and violence. And if you see or hear any organizer 
or marshal being complicit with these scum, I urge you to confront them on their authoritarianism. We don’t need more 
people telling us what to do, and certainly not from people wanting to stifle popular opposition to governments! The will 
of the people must be stronger than the will and control of the organization officials, who, as in the case of Canadian 
Action for Nicaragua, specifically discourage people from acting on their beliefs. 

The time to get off our asses is NOW! And when the people speak, both the state police and the “community police” 
alike will have to shut up and listen! 

- Coercive Actions Continue - 

The following demonstration on Wed. March 23, took place with slightly less people, who were in a less energetic mood 
compared to the previous demo. The police were more prepared this time: they had more bodies, more cameras and video 
recorders, more plainclothes cops infiltrating and recording people’s conversations, and basically more plans for control 
of the demonstration. The sidewalk was lined with police barricades along the curb, which were eventually extended 
to include one lane of the street. At first, demonstrators weren’t even allowed to be on the sidewalk in front of the U.S. 
Consulate, but that eventually changed as well. 

The so-called organizers were also more prepared to control people. They had more marshals, added a couple of walkie- 
on the same side. And, of course, some people brought musical instruments, as well as some extra, “non-alligned” bull¬ 
horns! The demonstration “officially” started at 5:30 pm, and it was “officially” ended one hour later at 6:30 pm. This 
is when the corruption began again. 







As it happened previously, the drummers, anarchists, and others remained where they were, and continued the 
demonstration after it was ended. Just prior to this, one of the C.A.N. cops stopped the attempted burning of an effigy 
of Reagan, and not too long later another marshal-cop from C.A.N. grabbed a U.S. flag from a demonstrator who was 
attempting to bum that, and handed it over to the police!! These authoritarians forcibly controlled the individual 
actions of people, and acted directly as what some would describe, police agents, or at the very least, completely 
misguided and pathetic individuals. We had, in a sense, “marshal law”. 

And we’re not even talking about anything violent! Burning effigies and U.S. flags are probably the two most common 
sights at anti-U.S. demonstrations around the world. But remember now, we live in “Toronto the Good”; in Canada, the 
nice, respectable country where apathy is rampant and, quite apparently, reformism and the liberal left are standing their 
ground as well as trying to increase their authority. 

The organizers’ further attempts to completely disperse the demonstration failed, and a group of about 50 people 
remained for another hour outside the U.S. Consulate, banging away on drums and beating out the rhythms. The police 
decided not to intervene, and there were no arrests. A few C. A.N. people hung around to the end, and we can only hope 
they were there to learn, and to try to understand the simple concepts of anti-authoritarianism, spontaneity, and protest 
without leaders. 

The time for being polite is almost, if not now, over. It’s the responsibility of free-thinking and free-acting individuals 
to confront the police in our community. It’s actions like those taken by C. A.N. bureaucrats and bullshit leaders that make 
it more dangerous for the rest of us at demonstrations, as their complicity with the police and, by its very nature, the state, 
allow the police to attack us by using the reformists’ actions and words for further justification. 

Protest organizers who continue to use divide and rule tactics against not only anarchists, but anyone who wishes to act 
on their own initiative, must be exposed for the corrupt, power-hungry people that they are. We need less police in our 
own communities; the state’s are quite enough to deal with already!

-- Follow-Up - 

Following the Ecomedia Report on March 23, and as a result of intense discussion surrounding the role of Canadian 
Action for Nicaragua and the criticisms levied against them, the CKLN Station Manager and News Director decided to 
have a debate and discussion with a phone-in on their Sat morning news show, on March 26. On air were David 
Barbarash from Ecomedia, Matthew Behrens, a solidarity journalist, and Liza Hancock, a peace activist who uses 'civil 
disobedience' tactics. 

The subject of the show was “civil disobedience”; where and when was this tactic appropriate. There were five callers, 
four of whom clearly alligned themselves with Ecomedia’s position. A transcript of the half-hour show is available from 
Ecomedia for $2, or a copy of the show on cassette is $5. 








The large, well organized anti-government move¬ 
ments In Eritrea and Tigray have received international 
publicity, but there are other lesser known rebellions in the 
troubled country of Ethiopia. One of these broke out - and 
was suppressed - in the April and May of 1987, in the 
lowlands of the South West. 

The Anuak people live along the banks of rivers in 
the dense rainforests of Gamballa. Traditionally the Anuak 
fish, hunt and cultivate the rich soil of the river banks in the 
region. At the end of the 19th century, their homeland was 
divided between the newly expanding Ethiopia and Sudan. 
About 25% of them still live on the Sudan side of the border. 
Their rulers, the people of highland Ethiopia, have tradition¬ 
ally seen them as mere naked savages, material for slave 
raids. The revolution of 1974 promised them much but has 
brought the Anuak little but harassment and persecution, 
as the Gamballa became increasingly used as a develop¬ 
ment area. Then, in 1984, the Ethiopian government 
moved 70,000 highland peasants into Gamballa as part of 
its resettlement program. The Anuak, who number be¬ 
tween 20,000 and 30,000, soon became a minority in their 
own homeland. 

Ironically, just as the government is trying to 
conentrate scattered farmers, it is forcing the Anuak out of 
the villages they’ve always inhabited. The inhabitants of 
some villages were moved into the new settlements, to 
work together with the highland settlers on collective farms. 
Both Anuak and highlander refugees agree that armed 
militia guard the perimeter: anyone attempting to escape is 
imprisoned or shot. AH crops produced in the collective 
fields are transported away and stored, while the residents 
receive rations of grain, apparently deriving from western 
sources such as the EEC and Canada. They are forbidden 
to supplement this diet by fishing in the river. 

Quoting an Anuak refugee: “The farmers refused in my 
village to go into the resettlement area. The militia hit 
people with sticks to make them leave. They hit them with 
sticks and stones and bound their hands. I saw my father 
forced to cut trees for the new village, and my mother and 
Anuak women carrying posts under the eyes of the 
militia.. most people tried to escape this village. Two people 
were killed, they were deemed agitators by the militia.' 1 

The gardens of the Anuak along the Baro river 
were confiscated, and the crops destroyed by the militia or 
else left to wither or be consumed by wild animals. In one 
area, these river bank lands were transformed into an

irrigated state farm and planted in rice; some of the dis¬ 
placed Anuak are apprently now working as labourers on 
the scheme. Other Anuak have fled from government 
control, and are attempting to eke out a living in the forests. 
It was these conditions that prompted the renewal of armed 
resistance by the small band of Anuak guerillas, now known 
as the Gambella People's Liberation Movement , who 
clashed with government forces several times during the 
first half of 1987. The ruthless and repressive measures 
have fallen on rebels and civilians alike - to be an Anuak is 
enough to bring them down. 

If the cycle of expropriation, rebellion and repres¬ 
sion continues, the prospect appears grim for ,the Anuak as 
an indigenous people. Those primarily responsible are the 
Ethiopian government, and those western governments 
like Canada whose ‘aid’ and ‘expertise’ support the irriga¬ 
tion projects and the new settlements. The taxpayers who 
fund the providers of this ‘aid’ should look more carefully at 
what is being done with it.

FINGER LICKING GOOD - Mother Jones is one of 
these liberal, slickpackaged magazines whose paid adver¬ 
tisements sometimes tell us more about what’s happening 
than do the articles. In the April issue, for instance, the 
Humane Farming Association informs us that one result of 
huge factory farms driving family farms out of business is 
that over 800,000 people in the U.S. will be poisoned by 
salmonella this year due to antibiotics in farm animals. The 
poultry industry admits that over 1/3 of the chickens that 
reach the market are contaminated. Half of all the antibiot¬ 
ics in the U.S.A. are now fed to farm animals to speed 
growth, and counter the disease-ridden conditions in which 
farm animals are confined - millions of animals are forced 
to live in cages or crates barely larger than their own bodies. 
A wide range of toxic drug residues turns up in their meat. 


BLOOD BANKS - In another ad in the same issue of 
Mother Jones , Grassroots International points out that 
children die of starvation in the Phillipines each day, yet 
that country still exports $600 million in food, a quarter of it 
to the (J.S.A. Like farm animals, third world populations 
suffer and die so agribusiness can turn huge profits. In one 
of his Toronto Star columns, Bruce McLeod explains the 
reasons for countries exporting food while their own popu¬ 
lations starve: the International Monetary Fund loans them 
enough money to pay the interest on their debts only on the 
condition that land is used for export crops instead of 
domestic food (Star 22-3-88 p.A-23) . Unfortunately, 
McLeod puts all the blame on northern bankers; mention 
should also be made of the USA’s role in installing fascist 
thugs in power who import luxuries for a tiny ruling clique 
while turning their own peasants off the land, as happens 
in most third world countries. A particularly fatuous spread 
by other Star writers (26-3-88p. D-4) credits the USA with 
deposing such dictators as the Shah of Iran, Syngman 
Rhee, Somoza, Duvalier, Marcos and Noriega - none of 
whom would have come to power in the first place without 
U.S. intervention. 



ISN’T CAPITALISM WONDERFUL? 

In Guatemala, February 18th 1988, the Bureau of 
Narcotics announced the arrest of five people for buying 
and selling children to be killed in experimental laboratories 
in Israel and the USA. Six babies, aged 11 days to 4 
months, were seized in transit from an illegal “orphanage” 
to exportation points. The Narcotics Bureau’s communi¬ 
que adds that the children were bought for about 500 
Quetzales ($20 U.S.) and sold mainly for the use of their 
organs in transplants at $75,000 each. Isn't capitalism 
wonderful? The arrested were two Israelis and three 
Guatemalan lawyers, as well as several women hired to 
look after the children. A projected law in Guatemala to 
guarantee children’s rights has been suspended without 
explanation. Last year, various similar cases came to light, 
the most scandalous implicating the ex-head of govern¬ 
ment, General Oscar Humberto, when a woman was ac¬ 
cused of selling a child he fathered.
